Some of the Charlevoix 


County land protection | 


highlights from the past year 
included: 

¢ The protection of 456 
acres of Charlevoix County 
land along US-31 through 
the purchase of develop- 
ment rights and the donation 
of a conservation easement. 

¢ The creation of the 40- 
acre Jordan River Nature 
Preserve thanks to a suc- 
cessful fundraising effort 
that included local busi-’ 
nesses, led by East Jordan 
Tron Works, and a coalition 
of conservation organiza- 
tions. 

¢ The creation of a new 
40-acre preserve on Horton 
Creek, thanks to funds do- 
nated for the purchase and a 
bargain sale by the landown- 
ers. 


¢ The acquisition of the 
former Coast Guard Life 
Saving Station on Beaver 
Island for the Central Michi- 
gan University Biological 
Station, a property which in- 
cludes 400 feet of Lake 
Michigan shoreline. 

Beyond new land protec- 
tion, other 2006 organiza- 
tional highlights included 
the following: 

¢ New trails and parking 
areas were completed at the 


Goodhart Farms Nature Pre- - 


serve in Emmet County. 
With more than 7 miles of 
trails, this property allows 
for hiking, biking, cross 
country skiing, and horse- 
back riding. 

¢ Anew kiosk at the Con- 


servancy office allows visi- 


tors to view aerial images of 
every single Conservancy 
nature preserve through a 
program called “Google 
Earth.” Files are now avail- 
able on the Conservancy 
Web site for downloading to 
personal computers with 
appropriate capabilities. 

¢ Over 100 volunteers 
assisted the organization 
with a multitude of activi- 
ties including mailings, pre- 
serve and trail monitoring 
and maintenance, and do- 
nated artistic talents.

BELLAIRE — Winter storms 
can arrive quite unexpectedly. 
Being prepared before a storm 
hits is essential to how you and 
your family will weather the 
storm. One factor to consider dur- 
ing a power outage is food safety. 

If you should experience a 
power outage, remember these 
important facts; 

«An unopened refrigerator will 
keep foods cooled for at least a 
couple of hours, and 

¢ A freezer that is half full will 
keep food safe for up to 24 hours 
and a full freezer will hold food 
for 48 hours. 

Even though it is very cold in 
the winter, food should not be 
stored outside. The outside tem- 
perature can vary from hour to 
hour. Other factors in the ele- 


can also effect the temperature of 
your food. Unsanitary conditions 
may exist and there is always the 
potential of an animal getting into 


hand-in-hand 


your food. It is very important to 


throw away any food which has 
been contaminated by an anima. 

The winter weather does, how- 
ever, offer some help in power 
outages. You can make your own 
ice by filling buckets, empty milk 
cartons or cans with water and 
letting them freeze outside. When 
placed in a cooler or your refrig- 
erator or freezer, this will help 
keep food cold. 

Also, when there is an over- 
flow of leftover food to be stored 
in the refrigerator and there is not 
enough room, consider freezing 
it for a meal later. It is unsafe to 


‘store leftovers outside on a win- 


ter day. 

A good investment for food 
safety is a refrigerator thermom- 
eter which can be used to check 
the temperature in both the refrig- 
erator and the freezer.
